3e The two coke batteries in awiekau (Nsi// \{ 3), the August Rebel Vine, and 
the Karl Marx Plant in Zwick u-Poehlau, are antiquated installations, The 
SCC Karlshorst is no longer interesiéc iM making substantial investnents in 
these, since extensive tests have proved the 4wickau-Oelsnitz coke to be 
unsuitable for the production of the foundry coke which is urgently needed 
and which has had to be importad, After four years of negotiations, fends 
have been approved to obtain caterials to repair the badly damaged batteriss, 
The funds have to be invested to maintain the fomer capacity and to pre- 
vent greater deterioration of the batteries, 


4 Comment. This figure for the 1949 Soviet Zone coke production corres- 
ponds with the 19]9 production plan previously reported, 
The actual production was , percent above the goal. Nowever, this domestic 
production is insignificant compared with the Soviet Zone coke requirements, 
in 1947 the Soviet Zone had to import 2,300,0CO tons from the Ruhr district 
and 1,100,000 tons from Upper Silesia. The Soviet Zone supply of coke will 
remain a eritical bottleneck, because the Soviet Zone has at its dispel, 
only the slirht coal Ceposits in the Zwickau-Calsnitz, district.
